C. A. Smith aud his associates have 
purchased the entire interest of W. C. 
Jutte and several minor stockholders 
in the East Liverpool bridge and now 
•own the controlling interest in that 
structure. 
For some time negotiations 
have 
been pending between Mr. Smith and 
several other 
stockholders 
In 
the 
bridge company, looking ro the pur­ 
chase of the stock of these holders in 
order that Mr. Smith and those asso­ 
rte d with him in the development of 
the Southside might control the moans 
of access to their holdings there. 
With this end in view Mr. Jutte, 
who has been heretofore one of the 
largest owners of bridge stock, 
was 
approached and the deal finally com­ 
pleted. Mr. Jutte and Mr. Smith hove 
heretofore 
practically 
owned 
the 
bridge, as they held a very large per­ 
centage of the stock of the company. 
The transfer of tho stock was made 
in Pittsburg on Tuesday and carries 
with it this settlement of all the l e ­ 
gation which has been pending 
for 
some time between the parties to the 
deal. The stock of several small stock­ 
holders in the city has also been pur­ 
chased by Mr. Smith and his associ­ 
ates. 
This purchase makes the construc­ 
tion by outsiders of additional street 
car lines on the Southside of the river 
a practical Impossibility unless they 
go to tho additional expense of con­ 
structing a bridge over 
the 
river, 
which would be a very difficult under­ 
taking and refuire a great outlay of 
money, 
C. A. Smith, when asked about the 
m atter by a News Review reported. 
said: "Yes, I have purchased the con 
trolling interest in the bridge. 
The 
deal was closed several days ago and 
I did not intend to give it out for pub­ 
lication. but since you have hunted 
it uu, NOU may publish It if you desire 
Thera? will be no further change in 
the personnel of the employes.

Universal complaint of 
increased 
taxes is heard and several prominent 
citizens are talking of protesting to 
council ct its next meeting over the 
addition to the burdens of taxpayers 
in tho city. 
This is a case in whit h 
.council is not at fault. That body has 
no power to remedy the 
evil 
com­ 
plained of. 
A well known city official explained 
tho matter thus: 
“The increase is due primarily to 
the action of the land appraiser and 
the decennial board of equalization in 
increasing the city’s 
valuation 
and 
secondarily to the state board in not 
seeing that the valuation was equal­ 
ized throughout the county and not 
permitting the burden of the taxes to 
fall on this city and Wellsville. 
“The percentage in this city 
last 
year was $3.18 per $100 valuation, of 
which tho city received $1.20. 
This 
year the percentage is $2.76 per $100 
of which tho 
city receives but 85 
cents. Council reduced its levy about 
30 per cent, while tho school board 
the county commissioners 
and 
the 
state left their levy exactly where It 
was last year. 
"The total valuation in tne county 
Is Increased little lf any over the last 
appraisement, but the valuation 
in 
ibis city and Wellsville is 60 per cent 
higher than during the preceding de 
cade. The blame 
for 
the 
trouble, 
therefore, is on the state board of 
equalization for not bringing the total 
valuation in the county up to the ie\el 
of 
these tw’O cities or bringing the 
cities down to the levy of the rest of 
the county. 
"As It Is now, this city and Wells­ 
ville will have to bear more than their 
hare of burden of taxation for the 
next ten years, unless tjie legislature 
at its next session 
abolishes 
state 
taxes and puts the tax on corpn* a- 
tlona. 
It is doubtful 
if 
even 
this 
change would afford any relief, as the 
taxing power would then attach 
the 
savings of tho people put away in the 
various loan companies for a rainy 
lay and on which at present very lit­ 
tle tax is paid."

in wages. 
The bosses decided not to grant the 
demands of the journeymen and to re­ 
turn the scale which the journeymen 
submitted to them unsigned. 
The bosses aro willing to settle the 
question only on tho grounds laid dow’u 
in their formcu* proposition to the Jour­ 
neymen. The Journeymen demand $12 
per week and one half of all they take 
in over $20 per week, while tile bosses, 
in their proposition, agree to grant tho 
workmen $10 per week and one half of 
all taken In over $16 per week. The 
men demanded that the shops close at 
11 o’clock on Saturday nights, but con­ 
ceded the 11:30 clause included in the 
ountcr scale of the bosses. 
On these propositions the warring 
factions will come to a clash unless the 
Journeymen at their meeting on next 
Monday evening recede from their de­ 
mands. 
A prominent boss barber, In speaking 
of the matter to a News Review re­ 
porter, said: 
"If we grant tho de­ 
mands made of us we might as well 
close up shop, as it will be impossible 
for us to make ends meet and pay the 
scale demanded by the men. At pres­ 
ent £h£re are many shops in tho city 
thai ar©.hardly making a living for the 
owners and lf this increase is granted 
it will simply drlvo those men out of 
business." 
The Journeymen in turn claim that 
every shop in tho city is making a 
handsome living for its proprietor, and 
that the barbering business pays larger 
dividends on the money invested than 
my other business 
in 
which a like 
.mount of money is invested. They 
ay that 
J per week is very small 
wages on which to dress well, as is re* 
quired of them, and to pay their laun­ 
dry bills, which 
are 
heavy. Then 
again, they contend that living is high­ 
er than ever before, and consequently 
the increase is necessary to their sup- 
l>ort. 
The upshot of the whole matter will 
probably be a strike of tho journeymen 
which, It is thought, win not be of long 
duration, as neither tile is In shape 
to put up a prolonged fight.

C ouncil N o t R esponsible For the 
Increase In P roperty 
V aluations. 


A REDUCTION THIS YEAR 


In the Millage Assessed—A City Offi­ 
cial Says That the Blame Should 
Be Laid Upon the State Board of 
Equalization, Not on Council. 


Universal complaint of 
Increased 
taxes is heard and several prominent 
citizens are talking of protesting to 
council c t its next meeting over the 
addition to the burdens of taxpayers 
in tho city. 
This is a case in which 
.council is not at fault. T hat body has 
no power to remedy tho 
evil 
com­ 
plained of. 
A well known city official explained 
tho m atter thus: 
“The increase is due primarily to 
the action of the land appraiser and 
the decennial board of equalization in 
increasing the city’s 
valuation 
and 
secondarily to the state board in not 
seeing th at the valuation was equal­ 
ized throughout the county and not 
perm itting the burden of the taxes to 
fall on this city and Wellsville. 
“The percentage in this city 
last 
year was $3.18 per $100 valuation, of 
which the city received $1.20. 
This 
year the percentage is $2.76 per $100 
of which the 
city receives but 85 
cents. Council reduced Its levy about 
30 per cent, while the school board 
the county commissioners 
and 
the 
state left their levy exactly where It 
was last year. 
“Tho total valuation in toe county 
is increased little if any over the last 
appraisement, but the valuation 
in 
this city and W ellsville is 60 per cont 
higher than during the preceding de­ 
cade. The blame 
for 
the 
trouble, 
therefore, is on the state board of 
equalization for not bringing the total 
valuation in the county up to the lex el 
of 
these two cities or bringing the 
cities down to the levy of the rest of 
the county. 
“As it is now, this city find W ells­ 
ville will have to bear more than their 
share of burden of taxation for the 
next ten years, unless tjie legislature 
at its next session 
abolishes 
state 
taxes and puts the tax on corpota- 
tions. 
It is doubtful 
lf 
even 
this 
change w'ould afford any relief, as the 
taxing power would then attach 
the 
avings of the people put away in the 
various loan companies for a rainy 
lay and on which at present very lit­ 
tle tax is paid.”

Mr. Redmond 
Is tile only one of the envoys who baa 
ever been In the United States before 
The delegation Is a well chosen one, 
containing as it docs the personified 
attributes which appeal most directly 
to the nympatides of Irishmen all the 
world over. Naturally enough Mr. Red­ 
mond is tile leader of the envoys, just 
ss he is the acknowledged leader of 
the Irish people. He is the first man 
since the "split” on the Purnell leader­ 
ship who bas won the confidence and 
respect of all sections of Irish Nation 
alist* During the stormy times when 
the war of factions raged most Qercely 
between the Parncllites and the Mc- 
Carthyltes Mr. Redmond, while sup­ 
porting bls old chief by all the elo­ 
quence at bis command, was never 
known to use an expression that could 
create 
bitterness 
aud 
resentment 
among his former colleagues. 


This fact doubtless bad much to do 
with the compliment afterw ard paid 
bim in bis selection, though belonging 
to a minority, as chairman of the re­ 
united Irish party. From the death of 
Parnell to the reunion he had been the 
leader of the Parnell party. The chief 
principle for which he and his follow­

Content# of Stone’s Statem ent 


Following is the full text of Gov 
©rnor S tones statem ent: 
“To tne People of Pittsburg: 
“I have removed Major Brown and 
appointed J. O. Brown recorder 
of 
Pittsburg for the following reasons: 
The purpose oi the new charter 
tor 
cities of the second class was to take 
the power of appointm ent out of coun­ 
cils and vest it in a recorder, to be 
elected by the people. 
Necessarily 
there would be an interval between 
the time the law went into effect ana 
the brat election of a recorder. 
Dur­ 
ing this time the governor is author­ 
ized lo appoint a recorder, and prac­ 
tically becomes 
responsible fen- the 
good governm ent oi cities of the sec­ 
ond class. 
The ripper feature of tho 
bill 
was 
objectionable, but, in my 
judgm ent, the provisions of the lav 
vesting lull pow'er in a recorder to be 
electee by tne people far outweighed 
the objectionable feature. 


Didn’t Intend So Much Ripping. 


“I had no purpose in signing the 
bill to rip out oi office tne existing of­ 
ficeholders more than was necessary 
to put the law in force. 
I had no in 
tenuon of building up new political 
organizations in soccnd-class cities or 
of overthrowing existing ones. 
My 
construction of the law was that it 
should be used to bridge over the in­ 
terval until tne people could exercise 
their rights through the election of a 
recorder. 
Tttat tnis provisional gov- 
•eminent should not assum e the rlguts 
end 
privileges of an elective one. 
Major Brown was 
not 
elected re­ 
corder. 
He was under no political 
obligations to any party or faction. 
He represented, tnrougu his appoint 
m eut ny the executive, the m ajesty of 
the law, aud he should have been con­ 
tent with the simple enforcem ent of 
the law'.

J. O. Brown, Whom the Recorder Re 


moved From Dlrectorehlp of Public 


8afety, Appointed to the Recorder* 


‘ ship— Stone Gives Reasons. 


Harrisburg. 
Nor. 
22.—G overns 
Stone last night removed Recorder 
A. M. Brown, of Pittsburg, and ap­ 
pointed in his place ex-Director of 
Public Safety J. O. Brown. In a long 
statem ent addressed "to the people of 
Pittsburg" the governor give* h.* rea­ 
sons for the change. 
He says he is 
Authorized by the second-class city 
charter bill to appoint a recorder and 
is practically responsible for the good 
government of tne second-class city 
of the state. 
He states he had no 
purpose in signing the act to "rip" out 
of office 
the 
existing officeholders 
more than was necessary to put the 
law into effect. 
Contents of Stone’s Statem ent. 


Following is the full text of Gov 
ornor Stones statem ent: 
"To tne People of Pittsburg: 
“I have removed Major Brown and 
Appointed J. O. Brown recorder 
of 
Pittsburg for the following reasons: 
The purpose of the new charter 
for 
cities of the second class was to tone 
the power of appointm ent out of coun­ 
cils and vest it in a recorder, to be 
elected by the people. 
Necessarily 
there would be an interval between 
the time the law went into effect and 
the first election of a recorder. 
Bur 
ing tnis time the governor is author­ 
ised to appoint a recorder, and prac­ 
tically becomes 
responsible for the 
good government of cities (rf the sec­ 
ond class. 
The ripper feature of tho 
bill 
was 
objectionable, but, in my 
judgment, the provisions of the law 
vesting full power in a recorder to be 
elected by toe people far outweighed 
the objectionable feature. 
Didn’t Intend So Much Ripping. 


"I had no purpose In signing the 
bill to rip out of office the existing of­ 
ficeholders more than was necessary 
to put the law in force.

A fter lengthy discussion the C hester 
council la st night deferred action on 
th e Ohio Valley Gas com pany’s fran­ 
chise for one week. 
Third stre e t is to be opened to the 
Middle run road. 
It was decided to hold the C hester 
election Jan u ary 2. 
Solicitor O. S. M arshall did not a r­ 
rive from New' Cum berland to attend 
the reg u lar weekly council m eeting. 
F or 
th is reason 
the 
railroad and 
health ordinances w ere not under con­ 
sideration. 
W hen th e m inutes of th e preceding 
session had been adopted, the recorder 
unfolded th e Ohio Valley G as com pany 
franchise 
to read it for th e 
third 
tim e prior to its passage. 
H enry L. 
Snyder, su p erin ten d en t of the 
com ­ 
pany, w as presen t and addressed the 
council. H e said th a t he had been In­ 
form ed th e term of the franchise had 
been reduced from 50 years 
to 
IO 
years and bad reported the m a tte r to 
his superiors. They would not accept j 
a franchise for so sh o rt a duration, 
j 
Mr. Snyder said th a t 
he believed j 
the council thoroughly understood the j 
fact 
th a t the solicitor had inserted j 
tho term of 50 years when the fran 
chise was introduced and w hen the! 
council had taken its unofficial poll to 
pass th e m easure at the expiration of 
30 days, under which action th e com­ 
pany had laid its pipes. 
They had not asked for an exclusive 
franchise and It was too m uch trouble 
to be applying for a franchise every 
few years. 
Councilm an H enry Riley replied in 
the vein th a t IO 
years 
was 
long 
. enough. 
H e did not believe in tying 
up future generations w ith long fran ­ 
chises. 
Cochran 
said: 
“ Do I understand 
Mr. S nyder to say th a t his com pany 
will not accept a 10-year franchise?” 
Snyder replied: 
“Yes, they will not 
accept It, preferring to rely on the 
validity of th e county franchise which 
they have 
already obtained.*’ 
M arshall offered an am endm ent th at 
on the com pany's violation of any of 
th e clauses of the franchise, the in­ 
stru m en t should, at th e expiration of 
GO days’ 
notice, 
be 
revoked. 
T his 
am endm ent was passed. 
W hen th e council had discussed the 
term of the franchise a t som e length, 
Mr. Snyder said his com pany m ight 
accept a 30-year term . On m otion of 
McDonald, action on the m easure was 
deferred until th e next m eeting. 
Riley reported a conference which 
he had held w ith C om m issioner Pugh 
ha which th e com m issioner had 
ad­ 
vised th e rem oval of th e 
top of the 
Third stre e t hill, 
w ithout 
bringing 
th at 
stre e t to a grade. 
T his 
would 
obviate dam age to M arshall and Hodg­ 
son’s prem ises and allow' a tem porary 
opening of Third stre e t south of indi­ 
ana avenue to the M iddle Run road. 
The stre e t and alley com m ittee was 
Instructed to notify Mr. Pugh that 
this im provem ent would be deem ed ex­ 
pedient. 
It w as decided to issue a proclam a­ 
tion for th e city election to be held 
Jan u ary 2, th e polls to be opened at 
sunrise and close a t su n se t 
John Goode subm itted a proposition 
to bring S hort stre e t to a grade for 
the d irt th a t he would rem ove.
